Five Invade Machine and Refuse 


to Get Out Till Taken to Po- 
lice Station. 


SERVICE TO 
Line From the De Balliviere

Whether negroes have a right to ride 
in the jitney automobiles was brought 


io a direct issue this morning when six 
negro men were arrested after entering 
one of the machines at Fourth street 
and Washington avenue and refusing 
to get out when the driver declined to 
carry them as passengers. 

In the end the negroes got a free ride 
in the jitney car, but the terminus was 
Central District Police Station, and 
they were put in holdover cells on 
peace disturbance charges preferred by 
John J. Hickey of 1009 Blendon place, 
owner of the jitney car. 

Hickey’s touring car was standing 
at Fourth street and Washington ave- 
nue about 8 a.m. He left the corner 
for a few minutes and when he re- 
turned he found six negro men in the 
machine. He ordered them to get out 
and one of the negroes replied: “This 
ig a public conveyance. We've got 
jitneys to pay for a ride and you've 
got to carry us.” 

Wen'’t Haul Negroes. ° 

“This is my own private car,’ said 
Hickey and I won't let negroes ride 
in it. I have a right to say who shall 
ride. There are lots of white people 
I wouldn't carry. I wouldn't carry a 
drunken man or anyone who didn’t 
behave himself.” 

“Well, We're sober and we're citi- 
zens and we demand the right to 
ride,”’ said the negro. 

Hickey called a policeman. The 
negroes remained firm in their deter- 
mination to ride and according to the 
policeman’s report Hickey said to 
them: : 

“I'll tell what I'll do. If you'll each 
give me $5 Ill carry you to Grand 
avenue.” 

No, sir,” said the spokesman for 
the negroes. “We're going to stay in 
this machine till we get a ride.” 

The policeman climbed into the car 
and ordered Hickey to drive to Central 
Station. On thé way the negroes were 
in jubilant mood and the one who had 
done mos’, of the talking said: “I told 
you we’? get a ride, and we're sure get- 
ting it.’ |

insist /that he be arrested for refusing 
to cg /y them in a public conveyance, 
but #4 was not held. 

Tht negroes gave the names of Wil- 
liam Goodson, 3436 Lawton avenue: Fu- 
gene Woods, 2616 Lawton avenue; 
Charles Cross, 2322 Pine street; James 
Scott, 262 Lawton avenue, and John 
Ford, 3217. Lawton avenue, and Peter 
Hardin of 2722 Lawton avenue. Hardin 
got out of the machine after parleying 
and was standing on the sidewalk when 
arrested. 

In the organized jitney service this 
morning 17 touring cars and two motor 
busses were running, and an almost 
equal number of independent cars were 
being operated. There were not enough 
machines to handle the traffic. 

Six of the touring cars of the Motors 
Service Co. were operating along the 
route of the Wellston line from Taylor 
and Easton avenues to Broadway and 
Washington avenue, and independent 
cars were being run from Marcus and 
Easton avenues. 

The jitney has now invaded St. 
Iouls County. As if “adding insult 
to injury,” it has its eastern terminal 
directly in front of the United Rai)- 
ways division headquarters and sheds 
at Delmar and De Balliviere avenues. 
The one machine in the county serv- 
ice runs from this point to Clayton, 
making the round trip in 25 minutes, 
as against a 40-minute street car 
achedule. |

announcement that Shakspeare’s “A 


Winter Tale,” which was scheduled 
for production at the Victoria Thea- 
ter, Feb. 9, and was later postponed 
until after Lent, will not be produced 
at all. 

A protest against the production of 
the play was signed by Montgomery 
Schuyler, George Blackman, Miss 
Thekla Bernays, Mrs. Everett Patti- 
son, Mrs. William Flewellyn Saund- 
ers, Miss Zoe Akins and_ severa! 
other members. A reply to the pro- 
test, in the form of an open letter, 
signed by Tyrrell Williams, a mem- 
ber of the law facung of Washington 
University, and one of the directors 
of The Players, was sent last week 
to each of the 250 members of the 
organization. 

Letter Ig Sarcastic. 
The letter was sarcastic in tone, 
and was addressed to four of the 
protestors, Blackman, Mrs. Pattison 
and Misses Akins and Bernays. Mrs, 
Pattison and Miss Akins are said to 
have taken the view that the letter 
should not have been sent to all the 
members, and to have told Williams 
so, Miss Akins in a letter and Mrs. 
Pattison in a telephone message. The 
tone of this discussion is said to have 
become severe, and some friends of 
Williams say he was told by Mrs. 
Pattison that the statements in his 
letter were “wholly inaccurate.’ 
The Players have been producing 
two or thre plays a season, since the 
organization was formed three years 
ago. Plans were begun last Novem- 
ber for the performance of “A Win- 
ter’s Tale,” and the role of Queen 
Hermione was assigned to Mrs. 
George E. Norton, wife of the rector 
of the Episcopal Church of St. Mi- 
chael and All Angels, Melville Burke, 
a Yeatman High Schoo? teacher, was 
chosen stage manager, and Mrs. Nor- 
ton was to share his work in direct- 
ing the production. 
A cast of nearly 40 is required for “A 
Winter’s Tale,’”’ and it proved difficult 
to get the selected members of the 
cast to attend rehearsals. Some of the 
members began to complain that the 
work was dragging, and that, at that 
rate not more than one play could be 
produced in the season. After the post- 
ponement from Feb. 9 was announced, 
the protest was signed by a number of 
members, and was sent to the board of 
directors, of which Clarence Stratton is 
chairman. The directors decided to call 
the play off. 
Last Saturday Blackman, Mrs. Patti- 
son and Misses Bernays and Akins 
received Wililams’ letter. All the other 
members of The Players got copies of 
the leter in Monday's mail. The letter, 
in part, read: 
“You are the dominant figures in a 
systematic effort to bring about the 
non-production of ‘A Winter's Tale’ by 
The Players. Your effort has been en- 
tirely successful. ‘A Winter’s Tale’ will 
not be produced. 
“The executive board is unwilling to 
permit any group of normally minded 
amateurs to produce any play in the 
face of studied and confederated hos- 
tility. If all the factions in the club 
cannot acquiesce in letting the club be 
managed as the constitution provides, 
no more plays will be stazed this yvear.’’

CHICAGO, Feb. 19.—Mrs. Aurora 
Agnes Lioyd, daughter of A. J. O’Brien, 


a St. Louis inventor, is suing Joseph F. 
Lloyd for wife abandonment before 
Judge Sabath in the Couft of Domestic 
Relations here. 

In the testimony given, references were 
made to a $50,000 suit filed in St. Louis, 
the former home of the Lloyds, by Lloyd 
against Harry J. Goebbels, president 
of the St. Louis House Furnishing Co., 
for the allenation of Mrs. Lloyd's af- 
fections. Lloyd testified he left his wife 
and his home in this city after he had 
seen her enter a room in the Terminal 
Hotel, St. Louis, with Goebbels, on the 
morning of Dec. 16. 

Mrs. Lloyd testified that she had gone 
to St. Louis Dec. 16 at the request of 
William T. von Plank, a friend of her 
husband, who, she says, told her to go 
to St. Louls and make Goebbels believe 
that she needed money to fight syits 
which her husband was about to bring 
against her. 

‘Make him think this suit which your 
husband is about to bring is terrible,” 
she said Von Plank told her, “and what- 
ever money you get from Goebbels we 
will split 50—60.” 

‘TI first heard of my wife's relations 
with Goebbels when I went to pay a 
1elephone bill which should have been 
45 cents, about the first of December,” 
the defendant testified. ‘‘The bill was 
$2.96 and upon inquiry I found that $2.60 
of that amount was for a long distance 
call made by my wife to Goebbels in St. 
Louis. 

“Von Plank, whe lived in the same 
apartment with me, told me that he had 
overheard the conversation over the 
telephone between my wife and Goeb- 
bels. He said that he had heard my 
wife promise to meet Goebbels in St. 
Louls Dec. 16 She told me that she 
wanted to visit her mother there an‘! 
for that reason, I gave her the money 
to make the trip.” 

Lioyd said he arrived in St. Louis 
on another train a half hour before 
his wife and saw her go into a hotel 
room with Goebbels. 

When questioned about her acquatut- 
ance with Goebbels, Mrs. Lioyd wiped 
tears from her eyes. She said she met 
Goebbels about three years ago while 
purchasing furniture from his firm in 
St. Louis.

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THAT GERMANS USE 
HS SEA WAR PLAN 


Author Says Its Painful. to Think 
What He Wrote bs Turned 
Against His Country.

LONDON, Feb. 19.—‘‘Neutral Observ- 
er’s’’ statement in the London Times 
yesterday that, according to well-in 
formed Germans, the idea of the sub- 
marine blockade of England was bor- 
rowed by their Government from Sir 
Arthur Conan Doyle’s story, “Danger,” 
puplished last spring, has grieved the 

author. 
The story set up the mythical coun- 
try of Norland, which reduced England 


to starvation by just such a system of 
submarine attacks as is now proposed. 


Situation Painful to Author. 

“I need hardly say that it is very 
painful to me to think’ that anything 
I have written should be turned 
against my own country,” said Sir 
Arthur today. “The object of the 
story was to warn the public of a 
possible danger which I saw over- 
hanging this country and to show 
how to avoid that danger. 

“I pointed out in the story three 
different methods by which the dan- 
ger might be avoided, but war has 
come upon us so rapidly that none 
of these methods could be adopted. 

“No Serious Effects on War.” 

“My reason was, that, after study- 
ing the subject, I concluded that the 
submarine at present was not capa- 
ble of the results which I depicted, 
but it still is my opinion that, if this 
war had been delayed five years and 
if the submarine, during that time, 
had gone on improving as rapidly as 
it has done in the past, England 
would have been placed in a most 
serious position, exactly as outlined 
in the story. 

“I am quite sure in the present cir- 
cumstances that, although we may 
possibly lose more ships, the German 
blockade can have no serious effects 
on the war.” 

The thre different methods which the 
author pointed out for avoiding the 
‘Danger’ for which he named his 
story, and which he said could not be 
adopted because of the sudden oncoming 
of the war, were: The growing of 
enough supplies in Great Britain to feed 
her people: the buliding of a tunnel un- 
der the channel containing two double- 
track railways for the transportation of 
food, and the construction of large fleets 
of merchant submarines to carry food- 
stuffs.

be found for identifying and safeguard- 
ing American ships venturing into the 
War zone was understood to have been 
taken up. It was agreed, however, that 
the American Government had no au- 
thority to order ships to adopt such 
measures as were taken in Holland and 
the Scandinavian countries, which in- 
clude the painting of the nationality of 
the ship in large letters on each side. 
Ships of these nationalities now in Amer- 
ican ports are having this painting done. 

It was understood, however, that in- 
quiries would be sent to maritime insur- 
ance companies to learn if any measures 
were contemplated for identifying neu- 
tral ships. 

Official Text on the Way. 

There have been no advices from Am- 
bassador Gerard that the German reply 
has been delivered to him, although of- 
ficials know from other sources that the 
German note has been delivered to the 
American Ambassador and is on its way 
to America. 

Officials explained the delay by 
pointing out that the Ambassador has 
been using the cable which comes 
from Rome and goes over a circuit- 
ous route with numerous relays, 
while the unofficial information 
about the correspondence has been 
sent from Berlin to London through 
neutral countries and then has taken 
the direct cable to the United States. 

That other neutral countries, especial- 
ly Holland and the Scandinavian coun-s 
tries, also are apprehensive name + 
the situation and have consulted the 
United States, became known today. 
While there is no understanding imply- 
ing joint action if any neutral vessels 
are sunk, the Washington Government 
has made it plain that it is in accor 
with the steps already takon by other 
neutral Powers, copies of their notes 
and representations having been fur- 
nished to officials here. 

That the United States is looking for 
a removal of some of the causes of the 
present complication in the forthcoming 
answer from England to the American 
note concerning the misuse of flags, 
was intimated in some official quar- 
ters. 

It was pointed out that if categorical 
assurances were given by Great Britain 
and her allies that none of their vessels 
would be permitted to fly the American 
or other neutral flags. the safety of 
American vessels in the war zones 
would be guaranteed, and German sub-

Every Precaution for Defense Taken 
by The Netherlands. 

THE HAGUE, Feb. 19.—The critical 
situation brought about by the German 
naval demonstration which it was an- 
nounced would begin yesterday has 
greatly impressea governmental circles 
here. A reply to the Dutch protest 
against the proposed submarine block- 


ade has not yet been received, but is 
expected momentarily. 
Work was continued in all Govern- 


ment offices until late last evening and 
several conferences were held between 
ministers. No real uneasiness is felt 
as to Holland’s position, but every pre- 
caution has been taken by all branches 
of the defensive forces in view of pos- 
sible eventualities. 

Considerable troop movements are 
reported along the frontier facing Ger- 
many. The water defenses are under- 
stood to be ready for any emergency. 
Recruits for the army reached their 
training depots yesterday and more 
will arrive today. 

Many Dutch vessels are in British 
waters on their way to or from ports in 
Holland. Some apprehension is felt in 
shipping circles, but it is pointed out 
that these merchantmen are easily dis- 
tinguishable and consequently it is 
hoped there will be no untoward hap- 
penings. The reported encounters of 
the Dutch steamer Helena with a Zep- 
pelin airship in the North Sea, and the 
fact that the vessei was not harmed 
is regarded as indicating that Ger- 
many does not intend ‘to attack neu- 
trals. 

An official statement issued by the 
Government gives the contents of the 
note of protest sent to Germany. The 
Rote declares that the Netherlands has 
pursued a strictly neutral attitude to 
both Great Britain and Germany and 
protests against Germany declaring as 
a theater of war such an enormous 
stretch of water which peaceful neutral 
vessels may not safely enter or cross. 
It adds that the sinking of merchant- 
men on suspicion, without arrest or 
search, would contravene international 
law and that if a Dutch-ship were thus 
sunk, the Netherlands would hold Ger- 
many responsible.

Boston and Philadelphia papers 
are emphatic in upholding the stand of 
the United States. 

The New York Times finds some velue 
in the German hint that the United 
States put an embargo on the shipment 
of munitions of war, saying this sug- 
gestion might be kept in mind against 
the time when we may find a retalia- 
tory measure valuable in dealing with 
England's interference with our trade.

No attempt is made to square Ger- 
man policy with any established rule 
of international law. On the contrary, 
Germany asserts in effect that when the 
law of nations and the rights of neu- 
trals interfere with the military pur- 
poses of the German Government the 
decrees of autocracy are the supreme 
law. 

The threat against neutral vessels 
which may enter this paper war zones 
which Germany undertakes to create ia 
emphasized and elahorated in the note 
made public yesterday.

“Strict accountability” is the first 
and the last word of the United 


States Government on this question. 
What Germany says about this mate 
ter is not highly important. The 
President has made it plain that the 
United States will tolerate no policy 
of maritime lynch law in respect to 
the lives and property of its citi- 
zens. On that issue the American 
people stand united. 

It is not our affair that British 
sea power is slowly crushing Ger- 
many under its weight of guns and 
armor plate. It is not our affair 
that the German navy is afraid to 
risk a decisive battle with the Brit- 
ish navy for the military mastery of 
the sea in this conflict. It is not our 
affair that Great Britain can obtain 
food and munitions of war from 
neutral states and Germany cannot, 
When Germany invaded Belgium and 
brought Great Britain into. the war, 
she assumed all the disadvantages 
as well as the advantages of that un- 
dertaking. The United States will 
not submit to have the lives and 
property of its citizens snuffed out in 
a desperate attempt on the part of 
Germany to overcome at the expense 
of neutrals the superiority of Brit- 
ish sea power, which holds her in a 
grip of steel. 

American Case Fairly Stated. 

The American case has been fairly 
stated by the President. .There is 
nothing that can be added to it. Un- 
less Germany is determined to iso« 
late herself from all the world ex- 
cept her Turkish and her Austrian 
allies, unless she is resolved to strip 
herself of every friend, unless it is 
her purpose to become the outlaw of 
the nations, with her hand _ raised 
against every man and every man’s 
hand raised against her, she will 
abide by the kindly and courteous 
warning which she has already re- 
celved from President Wilson.

HE “Declaration of London” was 
Be issued by a conference partici- 
pated in by the leading Powers 
of the world in London, Oct. 18, 1909. 
This conference was called as a re- 
sult of a controversy over absolute 
contraband and conditional contra- 
band, growing out of shipments from 
England to Japan, seized by the Rus- 
sian Government during the Japanese 
War. Both Governments acknow!l- 
edged that international law left the 
mercantile ‘marine of the world in 
much uncertainty in time of war and 
that the time had come to clear up 
the fog and definitely define the 
tights of neutrals and of the civil 
population of belligerent nations. 

The first pronouncement of this 
conference Was to reaffirm in the 
same language the “Stipulation of 
Paris’’ as to blockades—that is, that 
a blockade, to command recognition, 
must be so effective that it could not 
be penetrated and that it must be 
confined to the ports end coast waters 
of the Power against wnich it was 
being waged. Neither in the ‘Dec- 
laration of London’’ nor in the ‘‘Stipu- 
lation of Paris’’ is the right of a bel- 
ligerent Power to declare a war zone 
of any area of the high seas recog- 
nised. 

The remainder of the ‘‘Declaration 
of London” is devoted to a definition 
of absolute and conditional contra- 
band. Only material of a character 
that marks it definitely for military 
use or material and foodstuffs 
shipped directly to the troops of a 
belligerent can be classed as absolute 
contraband. The declaration says 
specifically that all other matter eith- 
er is conditional or noncontraband 
and traffic in it ig not to be impeded 
when it is shown conclusively that it 
is for civilan use, Of course, this 
rule is abrogated when an effective 
blockade exists.

She transcends her rights, there- 
fore, when she assumes to warn neutral 
shipping that it will enter the war zone 
at its peril and that for sucn “acci- 
dents"’ Germany disclaims a!l responsi- 
bility.

Boston Paper's Opinion. 
The Boston Transcript sees in the

sponse is disappointing because it gives 
no effective guarantees for the protec: 
tion of our vessels and reiterates the 
pretension that a blockade can be made 
by proclamation without a visible sup- 
porting fleet. It also suggests we af- 
ford naval convoy to our shipping in 
the threatened waters, which, in effect, 
is to put upon our shoulders obligations 
of protection and precaution which Ger 
many ought to assume. Throughout 
Germany's reply runs the purpose to 
make the United States the cat's paw 
in drawing German food supplies out of 
the fire. 

Comment tn Philadelphia.

“Indigestible Propositions Set 
Before a Proud Nation,” 
Declares the Post. 


LONDON, Feb. 19.—The London morr- 


ing newspapers comment in strong terms 


on Germany's reply to the note of the 
United States concerning Germany's sea 
War sone. 

They especially resent Germany's 
claim that the United States Govern- 
ment should not permit American arms 
and ammunition to reach the aliies. 
They contend, in answer to Germany's 
suggestion that American warships con- 
voy American food ships to Germany. 
that such convoys would not safeguard 
the vessels from striking mines. 

The Morning Post, in an editorial, says 
these are somewhat indigestible propo- 
sitions to set before a proud and great 
nation. 

The Daily Chronicle, aseerting that no 
country in the last @ years has in- 
dulged in supplying arms to belligerents« 
more than Germany herself and -in- 
stancing as cases in point the Russo- 
Japanese and Balkan wars, says: 

‘Indeed, the substance of the German 
note is a pretty open demand that 
America shall take sides with Ger- 
many. Such a demand, accompanied as 
it is by threats, has seldom, if ever be- 
fore, been publicly served by one great 
Power on another.” 

“We may safely guess,” says the 
Daily News, ‘“‘that America wil see in 
the strange diplomatic effort of the 
German note no reason for changing its 
opinion that the destruction of Amer!- 
can ships or citizens would be an out- 
rage involving the greatest peril to 
peacetul relations between America and 
Gerratny. If Germany !s¢ prepared to 
run che risk, that is her concern.” 

Tha Times says: “The German reply 
will hardly help to restore the sadly 
danraged reputation of Teutonic diplo- 
mas. Germany tells President Wilson 
and the American people that she will 
pay #0 attention to their remonstrances. 
We tannot remember anything quite 
lik> it in the history of recent diplo- 


macy.”

INQUIRY BY U. S. 


IS NOT PROBABLE 


Memorandum From Tokio 
Government Believed by 
American Authorities to 
Be Correct List of Present 
Demands. 


By Associated Presa 

WASHINGTON, Fep. 19.—China has 
instructed her Ministers in the United 
States, Great Britain, France and Rus- 
gia to deliver to these Powers a memo- 
randum of the demands originally made 
by Japan for concessions and privileges 
in return for the restoration of terri- 
tory of Kiauchau to China. 

Kai Fu Shah, the Chinese Minister 
here, has just presented the memoran- 
dum to the State Department. This, on 
comparison with the memorandum 
which the Japanese Foreign Office on 
Feb. 9 gave to. the diplomatic represent- 
atives of Great Britain, France, Rus- 
sia and the United States, contains sev- 
eral other demands, about seven or eight 
in number. 

Officials of the American Government 
had under consideration directing an in- 
formal inquiry to the American Ambas- 
sador at Tokio and the Minister at Pekin 
to learn which of the two versions was 
the present basis of negotiation. This 
plan, it was believed, would not be car- 
ried out because of the expectation that 
with the publicity already given to the 
Japanese demands, a voluntary explana- 
tion of the differences in the two ver- 
sions probably would be forthcoming. 

Standard O11 Oo. Makes Inquiry. 

Counsel for the Standard Oil Co. 
today made inquiry at the State De- 
partment as to the probable effect 
on the company’s valuable Chinese 
concessions of the negotiations now 
in progress at Pekin and Tokio re- 
garding Japanese spheres of influence 
in China. 

They were informed that so far as 
the Staté Department officials knew, 
the negotiations did not relate to 
Szechuan Province, where the Stand- 
ard is developing vast oil fields in 
return for large loans made to the 
Chinese Government. 

Representative Ainey, Republican, of 
Pennsylvania, paid a tribute in the 
House today to Japan and the Japanese 
people.' He praised Count Okuma and 
declared that sentiment in both Japan 
and the United States had been subject 
to some serious instances of misrepre- 
sentation. He said there Were no more 

patriotic people in the world than the 
Japanese. 

Japan’s problem, he contended, was 
not the United States but China. 

“Tt is a matter of self-preservation of 
Japan,’ he said, ‘‘that some line of ac- 
tion should be taken with respect to 
He counseled 
against American entanglements in the 
far Past. 

Bryan Refuses to Give Opinion, 
High officials here were disinclined to 
discuss the various demands, Secretary 
Bryan announcing that while the State 
Department had the matter ‘‘under con- 
a#ideration,”’ no opinion could be given 
at this time. He ‘denied published re- 
ports that a note had been sent to Ja- 
pan, however, and it was stated au- 
thoritatively late yesterday that the 
American Government had not since 
the beginning of the negotiations made 
any representations or taken any diplo- 
matic steps beyond keeping itself in- 
formed along with the other Powers. 

The belief prevailed in official quar- 
ters that inasmuch as the Chinese 
memorandum antedated considerably 
the statement given the Powers by Ja- 
pan, the latter document probably con- 
stituted the present basis of negotia- 
tions ang signified either that the orig- 
inal demands were only tentative and 
orally made, or that they had been 
abandoned now altogether by Japan. 

The Japanese version published yester- 
day, confining Japan's gequests to privi- 
leges and concessions in Southern Man- 
ehuria, inner Mongolia and Shantung, 
does not, so far as competent American 
observers now are informed, conflict 
with the two policies to which the Unit- 
ed States has been committed—the prin- 
ciple of maintaining the integrity of 
China and the “open door’ for com- 
mercial opportunity. 

As for the original version now given 
out by the Chinese Government, while 
officials and diplomats alike guarded its 
details with the utmost secrecy, there 
was a belief in some quarters, usually 
well informed, that the Japanese also 
had asked for privileges in certain lo- 
calities, as the provinces of Fukien and 
Kiangsi, with new railway concessions

and control of mining. Obligations re- 
quiring the consent of Japan before 
choosing political, financial or military 
advisers or the floating of loans were 
thought here, too, to have referred 
only to these provinces and not to the 
republic of China, although there are 
persistent reports that China as a whole 
was affected by the first set of re- 
quests. 

According to the Japanese vgsion, as 
given in Japan’s memorandum to the 
powers, her demands are restricted to 
the territory within her spheres of in- 
fluence, in China. They are summarized 
as follows: 

In Shantung, China is not to alienate 
or lease to another power part of the 
Shangtung coast or islands; also Japan 
is to build a spur of railway from the 
main line back to Kiauchow, up to Che- 
foo. . | 

In Manchuria and Mongolia: Lease of 
the railways acquired from Russia is to 
be extended; also four requests as to 
Japanese advisers investment of capital, 
foreign concessions, etc., in these re- 
gions. 

In Fukien—as this is the province on 
the maifiland of China, lying opposite 
to the Japanese Island of Formosa, 
China is not to cede or lease any port 
or bay in this locality. 

It was pointed out in some quarters 
that it was to prevent discrimination 
against foreigners in these very spheres 
of influence that the “open-door”’ agree- 
mert between the Powers was brought 
abut by the United States. 

Secretary Hay’s note to Japan on 
Nov. 13, 1899, said: ‘It has seemed to 
this Government highly desirable that 
the various Powers claiming ‘spheres of 
influence’ in China should give formal 
assurances: First, they will in no way 
interfere with any treaty port or any 
vested interest witnin any so-called 
sphere of interest or leased -territory 
they may have in China.” 

Two cther requests were that the 
Fowers should supply the Chinese cus- 
toms tariff to such regions, and that 
no higher harbor duties or railroad 
charges should be paid than by their 
own nationals in these respective 
spheres. 
Japan’s reply, given by Viscount Aokl, 
Minister of Foreign Affairs said, ‘The 
imperial Government will have no hesi- 
tation to give their assent to so just 
and fair a proposal of the United 
States.”

Six-Foot Guest at the Jefferson 
Says He Knocked Lescninsky 
Down Three Times. 


ENCOUNTER WAS EXCITING 


Incident in Lobby of Hostelry 
Followed Disappearance of 
Trade Sign From Door. 


“Count” Leon J. Leschinsky collided 
with a six-foot Oklahoman in the Hotel 
Jefferson lobby yesterday afternoon, and 
although the Count was not saying any- 
thing about it this morning, the Okla- 
homan volubly explained the resultant 
damage was that he had floored the 
Count three times and was about to re- 
peat when other guests separated them. 

T. M. Binnion was the voluble one 
In telling how it came about, he 
said that his room on the seventh floor 
was opposite that occupied by the Count» 
and his wealthy bride, formerly « the 
Baroness von Schrader. Binnion, like a 
numher of other salesmen temporarily 
occupying rooms on that floor, tacked 
on his door a sign, stating his nam® and 
business. He sells women’s wear for a 
New York concern, but his home is at 
Pauls Valley, Ok. 


Binnion’s Sleep Disturbed. 

The salesman thinks the esthetic 
tastes of the Count and Countess were 
not in harmony with the mercantile 
atmosphere thus temporarily created. 
The Leschinskys, he explained, have 
been entertaining considerably, and 
their parties have not broken up until 
arout 2 o’clock in the morning, so that 
Binnion has not been able to sleep 
much. 

Binnion said he was awakened at 2 
a. m. yesterday by loud talking in the 
hall, and immnrediately surmjged the 
Leschinskys were bidding guests good- 
night. When the guests had departed 
and things had quieted. a bit, Binnion 
heard someone. pulling on his door. 

Jumping out of bed the salesman 
opened the door suddenly and saw the 
Count and Countess hurriedly entering 
their room. Binnion noted his sign had 
been torn from his door. 

Binnion was angry. When he next 
saw the Count, at hoon in the hall out- 
side their rooms, he told the Count what 
he thought of him, and added that al- 
though he “cussed out’’ the Count, no 
demonstration was then offered. 

Says “Count” Bumped Him. 

Fow hours Jater Binnion was stand- 
ing in the lobby, near the elevators, 
talking with a friend. An elevator came 
down and the Count stepped out. Bin- 
nion ignored him. The Count, he 
said, holding his head higher, started 
toward the clerk’s desk, apparently un- 
aware of Binnion’s presence. But sud- 
denly the Count ‘bumped into him, 
Binnion said, with such force that he 
fell against a woman standing nearby. 
He had to hold on to the woman, Bin- 
nion said, to keep from falling. 

Recovering his balance, Binnion ex- 
plained, he struck the Count and 
floored him. The Count got up and 
rushed at him, meeting a fist that again 
floored him. But the Count got up 
and tried it again, with the same result. 
Ang again the Count regained his 
feet, Binnion said, renewing his effort 
r> ‘and a blow, when a number of men 
separated them. Binnion did not know 

wut became of the Count, and he 
has not seen or heard of him since. 

When a Post-Dispatch reporter, talk- 
ing over the hotel telephone, told the 
Count’s wife he wanted to hear the 
Count’s version, she said her husband 
did not wish to discuss it. 

Second Fight in Six Weeks. 

This is the second fist fight the 
Count has had in six weeks, the 
previous encounter, which landed him 
in police court, having been in the 
Shubert Theater lobby after the night 
performance, Jan. 4, when he “mixed 
with’ Arthur K. Snowden, an attor- 
ney, of 535 Clara avenue, whom he 
accused of having made “nasty re- 
marks’’ in passing him and his bride. 

Binnion is powerfully built, being a 
few inches taller and considerably more 
muscular than the Count.

CASE IS CAUGHT 


David Caplan, Captured on 
Chicken Ranch in Washington 
Admits Identity. 


SEATTLE, Wash. Feb. 19.—David 
Caplan, last of the men wanted in Los 
Angeles in ‘connection with the dyna- 
miting 6f the Los Angeles Times in the 


fall of 1910, was arrested last night on 
his chicken ranch, two miles inland 
from Rolling Bay, Bainbridge Island, 
12 miles from Seattle. 

Caplan, according to Walter R. Thay- 
er, manager of the Seattle branch of 
the William J. Burns Detective Agency, 
admitted his identity and expressed a 
willingness to return to Los Angeles 
for trial. He was taken to Port Or- 
chard, county seat of Kitsap County, 
where he was placed in jail. 

According to Thayer, documents al- 
leged tg implicate “several prominent 
San Francisco labor leaders” in the so- 
called dynamite conspiracy were in 
Caplan’s possession. 


For two years he had been living un- 


der the name of Frank Moller on a 
gmall chicken rancn. He also con- 
ducted a barber shop in Rolling Bay. 
He was found, Thayer said, through in- 
formation gathered by William J. Burns 
after the arrest of M. A. Schmidt last 
Saturday in New York. 


Caplan was in bed when the officers 
burst into his cabin and told him that 
he was recognized as David Caplan. 

“That’s me; I’m glad its over,’’ Cap- 
lan said, according to a statement : 
Thayer made here today. 

‘“‘We found much valuable evidence in 
Caplan’s cabin,”’ said Thayer. ‘Besides 
several letters and other documents im- 
plicating several San Francisco labor 
leaders in Caplan’s activities, we found 
three sticks of 8 per cent dynamite 
similar to that bought near Richmond, 
Cal., and used to destroy the Times. 

“Caplan had a loaded pistol under 
his pillow, but three of our men burst 
into the room and overpowered him be- 
fore he could offer resistance. He was 
suffering severely from ®@oothache and 
was in no mood to make trouble. 

“Caplan has aged somewhat since we 
lost track gf him four years ago. His 
hair has turned gray, but he looked to 
be in gaod health. From papers found 
in Caplan’s cabin we learned that he 
has a wife, Mrs. Florence Caplan, and 
two children living in Chicago. 

“Caplan said that for two years be- 
fore buying his property at Rolling Bay 
he had been roaming about the world, 
having gone to London, Paris and other 
European cities. He also admitted 
having lived in an anarchist colony

DEVELOP RIVER 
TERMINALS URGED 


Permanent Body to Conduct 
Educational Campaign Pro- 
posed at Conference: 


|} WOULD WORK ALL YEAR 


Construction and  Operatioa 
Along Mississippi and Tribu- 
taries Is Plan. 


A permanent organization to conduct 
a campaign of education for the con- 
struction and operation of river termi- 
rals in the development of water trans- 
pertation on the Mississippi River and 
its tributaries was recommended to the 
River Terminals Conference at the 
Pianters Hotel today by the Committee 
on Resolutions. 

It was proposed that the organization 
should be under the control of an ex- 
ecutive committee comprised of two rep- 


‘1rescntatives from each river state, with 


former Gov. Eberhart of Minnesota az 
chairman. Two members of the Res- 
Olutions Committee, C. F. erry of 
Quincy and William Torrance of La 
Crosse opposed the plan of immediate 
organization, but suggested the appoint- 
ment of a committee to report next year 
on whether it was advisable to form a 
permanent organization. 

Number Favor the Plan. 
The other members of the committee, 
I. R. Kelsoe of St. Louis, chairman; C. 
EF’. McFarland of Keokuk, I. D. Moore 
of New Orleans, J. H. Roshenberger 
of Evansville and John W. Gamble of 
Omaha took the view that if the confer- 
ence was to be of any permanent value 
in the accomplishment of results it must 
be a permanent organization, to work 
the entire year, instead of one or two 
days a year. 
Emil Weil of Evansville Chamber-of 
Commerce described the Ohio River 
terminals and shipping facilties. He 
said that 90 per cent of the traffic on 
the lower Mississippi River was fur- 
nished by the Ohio River, and that 
within the next 10 years,-if Congress 
continued its appropriations, there 
would be a permanent nine-foot chan- 
nel from Pittsburg to Cairo. : 
Weil, who is a native of Germany, 


created some enthusiasm in the meet- 
ing by declaring that only the for- 
eign-born ‘people of this country 
could appreciate, especially at this 
time, what a God-given privilege it 
was to live under the Stars and 
Stripes. 


Much Work Being Done. 

The work of the conference will be 
completed this afternoon. The re- 
ports of the delegates indicates that 
there is much work being done in 
both the [pper and Lower Missis- 
sippi River towns toward the con- 
struction of terminal facilities for 
handling river traffic. 

The shipping rates from New York 
to San Francisco, ‘by way of the 
Panama Canal, being lower than the 
rates from St. Louis, Chicago and St. 


-Paul to the Pacific Coast seems to 


have arouséd a real interest among 
the delegates in favor @f the imme- 
diate utilization of the Mississippi 
River and its tributaries for the 
transportation of commerce. 

The conference yesterday and last 
night developed the fact that nearly 
all the smaller river towns, as well as 
the cities, are showing an active inter- 
est in river terminals. The Mayors of 
Muscatine, Io., and of Baton Rouge, 
La., as well as the Mayors of many 
other cities, explained what they had 
been doing to build up river traffic. 
Nearly every Iowa town on the Mis- 
sissippi River is connecting up its river 
front by railway terminals to afford 
quick transfer of goods from trains to} 
boats. Even Des Moines, an inland city, 
has reserved river front land on the 
Des Moines River in anticipation of its 
being reopengd to navigation. 

Peoria, Ill., sent 10 delegates to the 
conference. Chicago is also represént- 
ed by a delegation of fifteen or twenty. 
A Chicago delegates said he expected 
that the State of Illinois would build an 
eight-foot channel in the Illinois River, 
connecting it with the drainage canal. 
That would give Chicago an outlet di- 
rect to the Gulf of Mexico. 

Ship Canal Planned. 

In addition, he said, Chicago had un- 
der consideration a proposition to build 
a ship-canal to Toledo. If that should 
be done the water route would be 
greatly shortened, and shipments could 
be made direct from the Atlantic sea- 
board to Chicago and St. Louis by all- 
water route, thus cutting down the rail 
rates. . 

The delegates were much interested in 
the Kansas City barge line operating to 
St. Louls. They asked many questions 
relative to the operation of the line. The 
company which operates the barge line 
is preparing to resume traffic for the 
spring season March 1, and has barges 
at the East St. Louis dock being loaded 
with goods. The water rate between 
St. Louis and Kansas City is 2. per 
cent cheaper than the rail rate. Nearly 
every Kansas City. business firm is a 
stockholder in the barge line, and they 
are supportiffg it liberally.

‘First in Everything’’ 
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URGE AMERICANS 
T0 SAVE FINLAND 


Mme. Malmberg Says Privileges 
of Her Land Are Again Im- 
periled by Russia. 


NEW YORK, Feb, 19.—Mme. Aino 
Malmberg, one of the foremost leaders 
in the Finnish patriotic movement, has 
arrived tn the United States to plead 


American people) 

“Mine is an old _ story,’’ she said. 
‘It is the old, old story of Rus- 
sian oppression. Russia has always 
wanted to crush Finland and we 
have struggled so bitterly to uphold the 
constitution of' our little country. But 
now that the eyes of the world are 
turned on the war, it seems that the 
Czar is about to accomplish his desire. 
Our press has been Buppressed and the 
few privileges we have struggled te 
maintain are imperiled. 

‘T hawe come to appeal te my Ameri- 
can sisters to help save Finland. Of 
course, 't must ceme through the wom- 
en. Nothing can be @ene without the 
aid of women. 
out before the larger nations did, and 
now the women are the backbone of 
Finland.” 

Mme. Malmberg, who is in middle 
beyond the walls of a comfortable home, 
and yet she has been the heart of the 
patriotic movement in Finland. 

She has been in prison in St. Peters- 
burg because her activities were dis- 
liked by the Russian Government. And 
now she has ben exiled frem Russia, 
and through secret channels warned 
not to return to her beloved country. 

Three years ago she made a tour ef 
America in behalf of the English suf- 
frage movement. She spoke in St. Louis 
at that time. 

“Men Weuld Ge to Pieces.” 

“The women of Finland have been 
the most unselfish patriets, and it was 
through their efforts that our poor 
country enjoyed a short respite,”” Mme. 
Malmberg said. “They undertook the 
extremely dangerous work for freedom, 
work that meant imprisonment and 
death and exile te Siberia if they were 
caught by the Russian Government. 
You see,”’ and she smiled and half shut 
her eyes, “men are no good at the crv- 
cial point. Then it is that women rise 
to the occasion. They are calm and 
suppressed, and entirely self-possessed, 
and they smile above it all—just smile. 
The men would go to pieces.” 

The Finnish people, according to 
their champion, are a strong, intelligent 
race. They are artistic and mustio-lov- 
ing and exceptionally kind. 

“The women are especially indepen- 
dent and capable,” continued Mme. 
Malmberg. ‘Those opposed to suf- 
frage should visit our country. They 
will see how splendidly women respond 
to the needs of their country. Our Diet, 
which is elected by the people, is com- 
posed of men and women. Twenty-one 
women now hold seats in this great 
legislative body. And the excellent 
thing about it is that the men are so 
ready to admit that woman suffrage is 
@ great thing for the country. 

Dream of Every Finn. 

“A statement was taken recently from 
the men who represented each party in 
Finland, from the most conservative to 
the most radical Socialists. They were 
unanimous in their opinion that wom- 
an suffrage had benefited the country, 
and that they would not have it other- 
wise. But, you see, they have had a 
chance to find out what we could do.”’ 

Mme. Malmberg’s dream of a na- 
tional Finland is the dream of every 
Fing. ““We never lose hope,” she said. 
“Through all these long years of op- 
pression we have persisted in our 
dream, and sometimes it seemed that it 
could never be more than that. But 
it can’t be possible to destroy g nation 
of such patriots. I feel sure that a 
Finnish republic will come. It is be- 
cause I have so much faith in my coun- 
try that I have come to ask your 
women to help.” 


PANAMA CANAL TOLLS TOTAL 
$2,000,000 FIRST SIX MONTHS 


Total of 2,196,856 Tons ef Cargo Had 


Passe@ Through the Big Waterway 
Up to Feb. 1. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—Up to Feb. 
2, after the Panama Canal had been in 
operation just 18 days short of six 
months, the total amount of tolls re- 

ceived passed the $2,000,000 mark. 

Interference by the European war 
with the expected flow of business 
through the canal was indicated by the 
fact that during January 98 vessels 
passed through, being one less than 
during December. It happened, how- 
ever, that owing to the large tonnage 
of the ships the quantity of cargo car- 
ried exceeded all previous months. 

The total amount of cargo transported 
in January was 448,957 tons, making a 
total of 2,192,865 passing through the 
eanal from the date of its opening up 
to Feb. 1. The trade between South 
America and the United States and 
EVvrope was the largest item, amounting 
to 113,695 tons, and the next was west- 
ward-bound coastwise traffic amounting 
to 108,600 tons.

Mawson, a college professor of Ade- 


laide, Australia, was the leader of the 
Austrialian Antarctic ‘expedition of 1911- 
914, which set out trom Hobart, Tas- 
Mania, to explore the coast line of the 
Antarctic Ocean and gather new and 
Valuable scientific data. ; 

On this expedition two of Mawson’s 
companions lost their lives, leaving him 
alone to fight the antarctic blizzards for 
31 days on his journey back to his base 
of supplies. . 

Mawson modestly told his audience 
that the pictures would tell the greater 
part of his story, but superb as these 
pictures were the real thrill came when 
the lights were tufned on after the 
audience had sat in darkness more than 
an hour and Mawson told of the death 
of his two companions, Lieut. Ninnis 
and* Dr. Mertz, .and of his subsequent 
hardships in an effort to reach ‘his 
camp. 

As a crowning disappointment he 
found that the ship on which he had 
expected, to return to civilization had 
steamed away. This meant he must re- 
main another year in the land of the 
blizzard, where the average velocity of 
the wind is 50 miles an hour. 

The pictures, showing every phase of 
antarctic life, caused bursts of applause 
at frequent intervals. Among them were

Harsh Word Absent as Minister 
and Organizer Dis y 
Church and Worker 


All was seeming peace and happiness 
at the Open Forum at Wash and Sev- 
enteenth streets last evening while about 
1 men and women listened to a de- 
bate between Forrest Edwards, an I. W. 
W. organizer, and the Rev. L. M, Birk- 
head, pastor of the Wagoner Memorial 
Church. There were no harsh words 
spoken and the more ardent I. W. W.’s 
in the audience likened the affair to a 
pink tea. The subject of debate was, 
**Resolved that the socfal creed of the 
church does not offer help for the work- 
ing classes.”” At the conclusion of the 
speaking, the audience, by rising vote, 
showed approval of Edwards’ arguments 
over those of the minister. 

Edwards said that the working classes 
should always . beware of reformers, 
whetHer they came tn the guise of poli- 
tic‘ans or preachers. He said the one 
object of reformers is to try to promise 
the workingmen something that will 
keep them quiet. 

The Rev. Mr. Birkhead admitted that 
churches have made many mistakes In 
the past, but said tnat today ministers 
are preaching in their pulpits much the 
same doctrine that the I. W. W. organ- 
izers are advocating from ‘street cor- 
ners. Education, he said,*will prove the 
one solution of the social troubles. 


SENATOR DENOUNCES EXPOSURE 
OF PRISON BILL'S PURPOSE 


Criticises Post-Dispatch After It Re- 
veals That Board Would 
Be Poljtical. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 19.—Senator 
Charles P. Hawkins rose to a question 
of personal privilege when the Senate 
convened Friday merning to denounce 
the exposure by the Post-Dispatch of 
his so-called bi- -partisan prison board 
bill. 

The Post-Dispatch exposed the real 
purpose of the bill by showing that in- 
stead of being a bi-partisan board of 
four members, three members of the 
four would be of the same political 
faith as the Governor and directly under 
his control. 

The bill provides that of three mem- 
bers of the board of managers for the 
prison, to be appointed by the Governor, 
two shall belong to the same political 
party as the Governor and one of the 
opposite party. The other member of 
the board is to be appointed by the 
State Board of Charities and Correc- 
tions, every member of which is also 
appointed by the Goveryor. 

Senator Hawkins did not deny these 
facts, but said the insinuation that the 
bill was drawn in favor of the Governor 
was false. 

“I want my wife to sue me for di- 
vorce, and my children to disown me, 
if the statement in that paper is 
true,” he said. “The man who worte 
this article will not tell me that to 
my face. 

“A man who will take advantage 
of the fact he is a newspaper man to 
publish statements like that, is as 
dirty as hell, The paper ought to be 
placed in the same category with the 
Sunday Sun of Kansas City, which 
was barred from the mails. 

“I wish you wouldn't @iscrace 
yourself by reading the dirty sheet; 
its stock in trade is for the assassi- 
nation of good citizens. This is an 
insult to the Governor of this Com- 
monwealth and is a dirty contemptl- 
ble insult that no man can make te 
my face.”

“Gospel of Inhumanity.” 

What Frederick the Great, who died 
in 1786, may have said about himself, 
o’ what Herr Prof. Treitschke, of 
largely posthumous fame, said about 
him, might seem to be a matter of no 
vast import at  present—particularly 
when living men, thoroughly conversant 
with the facts about this war, are say- 
ing so much. But Messrs, Putnam anv 
Sladen assure the reader, in their 
introductory matter, that these ‘‘con- 
fessions'’ contain the key to the 
entire policy of Prussia, and of the 
German Empire, since Frederick's day. 
Treitschke's importance, as the teach- 
er and forerunner of .sernhardl, is 
also dwelt upon. 

“The origin of Von Iernhardi'’s Gos- 
pel of Inhumanity’’ is one of the phrases 
with which the publisher describes the 
contents of the book. In his foreword. 
Putnam writes: 

‘When it is possible to make clear 
that the germ cf the teachings of 
Treitschke, Nietzsche and Bernhardi is 
to be found in the recorded utterances 
of the greatest of ‘he Hohenzollerns 
and when the Hohenzollern of today 
Says frankly that he is doing what he 
can to carry out the ideals of the King 
who made Prussia a European power, it 
is not inaccurate to-contend that the 
spirit and ~principles of Frederick, 
Treitschke, Nietzsche and Pernhardi are 
expressed by the policies and enforce4 
by the military power of William IT.” 

Letters to Frederick’s Nephew. 
The “Mornings,”’ or confessions, it is 
stated in Sladen’s introduction, were 
first published in 1766, in Frederick’s life- 
time, and were never disowned by hin. 
Their genuineness, it is declared, has 
ever been seriously disputed. They 
are a series of letters to Fr.«derick’s 
nephew, who was his successor, Fred- 
erick William IT. All were written in 
French, with German words pressed into 
service where Frederick's French failed 
him. 

“Morning the Second’’ is a discussion 
of the topic of religion and is Machia- 
velian in tone. 

“Religion,’’ writes Frederick, ‘‘is ab- 
solutely necessary to a stage. But it 
would not be very wise in a King to 
have any religion himself. Mark well, 
my dear nephew, what I here say to 
you; there is nothing that tvrannizes 
more over the head and heart than re- 
ligion; because it neither agrees with 
our passions nor with those gerat po- 
litical views which a menarch ought to 
have. The true religion of a Prince 
is his interest and his glory. He ought, 
by his royal station, to he dispensed 
from having any other. He may, in- 
deed, preserve outwardly a fair oc- 
casional appearance, fow the sake of 
amusing those who are about him, or 
who watch his motions or character. 


View on the Fear of God. 

“If he fears God, or, to speak as the 
priesta and women do, if he fears hel), 
like Louis XIV in his old age, he is apt 
to become timorous, childish and fit 
for nothing but to be a capuchin. If 
the point is to avail himself of a fa- 
vorable moment for seizing a province, 
an army of devils, to defend it, present 
themselves to his imagination; we are, 
on that supposition, weak enough io 
think it an injustice, ana we proportion, 
in our conscience, the punishment to the 
crime. 

“Should it be necessary to make a 
treaty with other Powers, if we remem- 
ber that we are Christians, we are un- 
done; all would be -over with us: we 
should be constantly bubbles. As to 
war, it is a trade, in which the least 
scruple would spoil everything, and, in- 
deed, what man of honor would eve 
make war if he had not the right to 
make rules that should authorize plun- 
der, fire and carnage?’ 


“Scrap of Paper” Theory. 

The editors of the work comment on 
these paragraphs as the original of the 
“scrap of paper’ theory, as applied .o 
treaties. Frederick, it is noted, applied 
the principles which are here expressed, 
in his seizure of Silesia, and in the par- 
tition of Poland. 


The subject of justice is treated in 
“Morning the Third.’” Here Frederick 
writes, ‘“‘To our subjects we owe justice, 
as they owe respect to us. By this I 
mean, dear nephew, that we must do 
justice to all men, and especially to our 
subjects, when it does not overset our 
own rights, or wound cur own authority; 
for there ought to be no sort of equality 
between the right of the monarch and 
the right of the subject or slave. But 
we must be firmly impartial and just 
when the point {8 to settle a matter of 
right between one subject, whoever he 
may be, and another. This is an act 
which is alone enough to make us 
adored.” 

In the same chapter, discussing par- 
Haments and representative assemblies, 
he writes: ‘I am even ready to believe 
that the crown is the safer on a King’s 
head for its having been given, or for 
its being preserved, to him by such a 
body; but he must be strictly an hon- 
est man, and made up of good prin- 
ciples, to permit his actions to stand 
every day its scrutiny or examination.

On the Word “Polttics.” 

“Morning the Fourth’ 1s on politics. 
On this fruitful theme, Frederick writes: 
“Since ‘'t has been agreed among men 
that to cheat or deceive one’s fellow 
creatures is a mean and criminal action, 
there has been sought for, and invented, 
a term that might soften the appellation 
of the thing, and the word which has 
been chosen for the purpose is ‘Politics,’ 
Now the word has only been found out 
in favor of sovereigns, because We Ccan- 
not quite so decently be called rogues 
and rascals. 

“But, be that as it may, this is what 
I think as to politics. I understand 
then, by this word, dear nephew, that, 
we are’ ever to try to cheat others. It 
is the way to have the advantage, or 
at least, to be on a footing with the 
rest of mankind. For you may rest 
persuaded that all the states of the 
world run the same career. Now this 
principle being once settled, never be 
ashamed of making alliances, and of 
being yourself the only party’ that 
draws advantage from them. Do not 
commit that stupid fault of not aban- 
doning them whenever it is to your in- 
terest to do so; and espécially main- 
tain vigorously this maxim, that, strip- 
ping your neighbors is only to take 
away from them the means of doing 
you a mischief.”’ 

A lengthy discussion of private be- 
havior, dress and pleasures follows, 
and the ‘Morning’ concludes’ with 
“Have you a mind to pass for a hero” 
Make boldly your approaches to crimes. 
Would you like to be thought virtuous? 
Learn to appear artfully what you 
are not.’’ 

Polities of the State. 

The same theme, under the head, 
“Politics of the State,”’ is continued in 
“Morning the Fifth.” He 
having developed a superior army, he 
had nothing to do but to ‘examine 
what pretensions it was possible for me 
to form upon different provinees.’’ He 
fixed on Silesia, he relates, as offer- 
ing the best opportunity. 

“IT will not entetr,” he writes, ‘‘on 
a demonstration to you of the vilidity 
of my pretensions on Silesia. I took 
care to have it established by mv 
oraters. The empress-queen (Maria 
Theresa of Austria) opposed hers to 
them, and the cause was pleaded and 
decided by great guns, smal! arms and 
sabres. * * 

“There are certain small politicians 
who pretend that, when a state is ar- 
rived at a certain point, it ought not

“You cannot, my dear nephew, con- 
ceive how important it is for a king 
and a state to go often out of the con- 
mon road; it is only by the marvelous 
that one can strike an awe into others, 
or get a great name. It is good policy 
10 be always attempting something, and 
to be perfectly persuaded that we have 
a right to everything that'‘suits us. * * 
Maintain at your court two or three 
persons of eloquence, and leave it in 
charge with them to justify you. 

“To form alliances for one's advan- 
tage is a great maxim of state, and 
there are no powers that can answer to 
themselves a neglect of it. Thence, by 
clear inference, it follows that you 
should break an alliance as soon as ever 
it becomes prejudicial to you. ** When 
Prussia, dear nephew, shall have made 
her fortune, it. will be time enough for 
her to give herself an air of fidelity to 
engagements and of constancy; an air 
which, at the most, becomes none but 
great states or little sovereigns. * * 


“Let your choice (in choosing Ambas- 
sadors) fall especially on those who 
have the talent of expressing themselves 
in vague, indefinite terms, or in squint- 
ing and perplexed phrases.

KEPT REFORM PLEDGE 


Former Outlaw Never Broke 


Word Given to Governor 
When He Surrendered. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Feb. 19.—In ac- 
cordance with his own request, the 
body of Frank James, the former ban- 
dit, member of the notorious Jesse 
James gang, who died yesterday at 
the age of 74, will be cremated in St. 
Louis and his ashes will be kept in a 
safety deposit vault in Kansas City. 

Also, at his own request, there will 
be religious services at his funeral. 
Former Federal Judge John F. Phil- 
ips will deliver the funeral address. 
Judge Philips defended Frank James 
when he was tried for murder and 
acquitted in Gallatin, Mo., in 1882. 
Frank James wag not a member of 
any church, but he had a firm belief 
in the existence of a God. 

The funeral will be at the James 
farm, east of Kearney, Mo., where 
Frank James died, at 2:30 o’clock to- 
-morrow afternoon. The pallbearers 
will be old-time friends of James. The 
body will be brought to Kansas 
City on a train which leaves 
Kearney at 6 o’clock Saturday night. 
It will be in charge of Jesse James 
Jv., son of the bandit, Jesse James, 
and of Charles M. Polk, constable in 
the Court of Justice Simrall. They 
will accompany the body to St. Louis 
and be present when it is cremated 
Sunday and will bring the ashes back 
tg Kansas City and place the urn ina 
safety deposit vault. 


Made Arrangements for Funeral. 

The request of Frank James that his 
body be cremated and his ashes placed 
in a safety deposit vault was a peremp- 
tory one, made often in the latter years 
Of his life, to his wife, his son Robert 
and his nephew, Jesse James Jr., a 
lawyer in this city. He made the ar- 
rangements himself several years ago 
with Judge Philips to deliver the funeral 
address. Judge Philips delivered the ad- 
dress at the funeral of Gen. Joe O. 
Shelby, under witom Frank James 
served in the Confederate ranks during 
& part of the. war. Judge Philips said 
- today that he would carry out the re- 

quest. , 
‘It is not known why Frank James 
wished his ashek to repose in a safety 
deposit vault instead of being buried be- 
side the body of his brother, Jesse 
James, and his mother, in the grave- 
yard in Kearney. He seldom gave ex- 
planations of his actions. It is supposed 
that he wished to avoid a repetition of 
the constant procession of murbid ones 
that used to go and still go to view the 
grave of Jesse James. Jesse James was 
buried in the dooryard of the old James 
farm near Kearney and his body rested 
there until 13 years ago, when it was re- 
moved to the cemetery; in Kearney. 
Thousands of persons went there every 
year to see the grave. 

For 33 years James had “lived 
straight’’ in accordance with the prom- 
ise which he made to Gov. Crittenden 
of Missouri in 1882. 

‘Much has been written about the ex. 
_ ploits of the James boys and many dar- 
ing @s were attributed.to them by 
legend and hearsay, but none of this 
information ever came from Frank 
James. He died with the secret of his 
real’ history in the 17 years during 
which he was a member of the James- 
Younger outlaw wang. He once refused

Frank James Lived in St, Louis Many 
Years After Surrender. 


Frank James lived in St. Louis many 
years after the termination of his career 
as a bandit. About 12 years ago he 
retired to his farm in Clay County. 
‘While in St. Louis James was a door- 
keeper at the Standard Theater in win- 
ter and a starter at the race tracks 
in summer. During his residence in St. 
Louis he was quiet, unassuming and 
uncommunicative, and no one ever in- 
duced him to say as much as a word 
about his former life. When that sub- 
ject was broached, his invariable re- 
ply would be: “That. was another 
James,’’ thus indicating that he = re- 
garded his past as dead. 

Frank James’ surrender to Gov. Crit- 
tenden was brought about 
Frank R. O'Neil, then a reporter for the 
Missouri Republican and later connected 
with the Post-Dispatch. 

O'Neil learned where James was in hid- 
ing and went there and interviewed him. 
He pointed out to James that so long as 
he attempted to elude the law he would 
be a hunted man and his ultimate cap- 
ture was certain. James agreed to sur- 
render when he was convinced that he 
would not endanger his life tn doing so. 

Years later O'Neil, 
with the Post-Dispatch, went to Mexico 
on a similar mission and induced John 
K. Murrell, under indictment in the 
Folk boodle investigation, to return to 
St. Louls and become a State’s. wit- 
ness, 

One of the last members of a noto- 
rious robber band whose unparalleled 
career of crimé during the unsettled 
period that followed the Civit War kept 
the people of a dozen states in terror, 
Frank James had been living the life of 
a quiet farmer for more than 30 years. 
The son of a _ minister, respected 
throughout the community, Frank 
James joined Quantrell’s guerillas, to- 
gether with his brother, Jesse, and 
took part in the sacking of Lawrence, 
Kan., and other bloody epigodes of the 
warfare along the Missouri-Kansas bor- 
der in which the guerillas played the 
le€ding part. When the Civil War was 
ended some of the guerillas, including 
Frank James and his brother, Jesse, 
became bandits. 
~ Many notorious crimes of the decade 
following the war have been laid by 
legend at the door of the James-Younger 
gang, of which the surviving members 
were Frank James and Cole Younger, 
the later of whom is now living at Lee’s 
Summit, Mo. 


Robbed Many Banks. 

Among the deeds attributed to the 
gang were: 

‘The raid on the Commercial Bank at 
Liberty, Mo., in 1866. One bank defend- 
er was killed and $70,000 was stolen. 

Looting of the Russellville (Ky.) Bank 
in 1868 for $17,000. 

Bank robbery at Gallatin, Mo., in 
1868, in which the cashier, Capt. John 
W. Sheets, wae murdered. 

Robbery of a bank at Columbia, Ky., 
in which R. A. G, Martin, the cashier, 
was killed. This was in 1872.

‘The wrecking and robbing of the Chi- 
cago, Rock Island & Pacific train, near 
Council Bluffs, Io., tn 1873. The engi- 
meer was killed, the fireman wounded 
and several passengers injured. 

Box office in the Fair Grounds at Kan- 
sas City, Mo., was robbed of $9000 in 
broad daylight in 1873. 

Detectives surrounded the James home 
near Kearney, Mo., Jan. 25, 1875, and 
threw a lighted bomb into the house, 
thinking to kill the James brothers. It 
exploded, tearing the arm off their 
mother and killing their brother, Archie. 

In 1882, after Jesse James had beer 
shot and killed in his home in St 
Joseph, Mo., by Charles Ford, also a 
bandit, for a reward of $30,000, Frank 
James surrendered in Jefferson City, 
Mo. 

After his surrender James was 
taken to Independence, Mo., where 
he was held in jail three weeks, and 
later to Gallatin. 

The trial was hard fought and 
lasted several weeks. James finally 
was acquitted and went to Oklahoma 


to iive with his mother. He never 
was in the penitentiary and never 
was convicted of any of the charges 
against him. 


GOV, MAIOR MUST - 
MAKE ONE SPEECH 
DAILY 10 BE HAPPY 


He Says So Himself in Talk 
to Students at the Smith 
Academy. 


Major let all of us into a little 
secret this morning: It is this: 

He really never feels comfortable 
unless he makes a speech every day! 
He said so himself. 

It was fortuitous, perhaps, that Smith 
Academy faculty members invited the 
Governor to address the students there 
today. At all events it served to keep 
him in trim and comfort. 

The Governor, as far as comfort of 
this kind goes, has been well provided 
since his arrival in town last Monday. 
He has made a speech somewhere every 
day since, and sometimes two or three. 
Smith Academy students heard one 
of the Governor’s must flowery ora- 
tions, which included such pnrases as 
“the beautiful sunrise,’ ‘exalted emo- 
tions,” “service to fellow man,” “the 
blessing of the Master” and ‘“‘the bare- 
foot, ragged boy.” 

He told of his life as a boy in Pike 
County, “fifteen miles from the rail- 
road and three miles from a school.” 
He told of reading all about Gen. Clark, 
the explorer; Lincoln, Grant, Jefferson 
and other exalted persons, and wonder- 
ring then “if he’d get a chance to even 
look at the capitol in Washington.” And 
then: 

“The wheel of fortune turned on 
March 4, 1913, and the barefoot, ragged 
boy, who formerly worked on a farm 
up in Pike County, rode down at the 
nead of his Colonels on Pennsylvania 
avenue, assisting in the inauguration of 
a great President.”’ 

Every boy in Smith Academy, he said, 
had a thousand times better chances 
than he had had. 

At this juncture the Governor told of 
never feeling comfortable unless he 
made a speech every day. 

The Governor advised all to take an 
ideal in life, and said if they wanted 
to be statesmen to follow the precepts 
of George Washington; if a sculptor, 
Michael Angelo, and a dozen other 
similar examples. ‘‘But no matter what 
success you have in life,’’ he said, “‘if 
you have not love for your fellow man, 
you are no greater than the man who 
seeks alms in the highway, for the 
time comes when every man must lay 
oside this earthly covering and stand 
before the judgment seet,”’ 

It is the blessings which we bring in 
life that count, he satd. And _ then, 
speaking of high ideals, he told of 
“the pleasure of looking into the 
students’ smiling faces, an@ hoped they 
would be of benefit to humanity in fu- 
ture years. 

“My dear young friends,’ he said, 
‘if in some future year you can come 
to me and say: ‘Gov. Major, your ad- 
dress at Smith Academy years ago in- 
fluenced me in a certain manner so 
that I have done some good, or have 
accomplished something great,’ then I 
will have been repaid ten thousand 
times for having come and spoken to 
you this morning. 

“It will give me great pleasure,” he 
concluded, ‘‘to take you,to the peni- 
tentiary at Jefferson City, where you 
can see the men who have failed in 
life.” He also invited the students, if 
they visit him at the capital, to see the 
Supreme Court in session, the execu- 
tive mansion, the legislative halls and

Official of National Union Wires 
to Governor That Plan Is 
Objectionable. 


National officers of the Boot and Shoe 
Workers’ Union are taking a hand in 
the fight against renewal of the Jeffer- 
son City prison labor contracts. 

Collis Lovely of Boston, general vice- 
president of the organization, sent a tel- 
egram to Gov.

| A GOVERNMENT QUESTION.

We object 
seriously to a method which endangers American 
lives, American ships, American goods, unless an 
actual blockade is established: Whether this can 
be done by a declaration of a war zone with the 
use of only mines and submarines is to be deter- 
mined. | 

The chief advantage of the British position is 
that Great Britain follows the method recognized 
as correct under international usage and law. The 
right of detention and search is universally 
acknowledged, and we ourselves went so far in the 
Civil War as to condemn a British cargo consigned 
to a neutral port, on the ground that it might be 
intended for the Confederate army. Our own Su- 
preme Court declared that the burden of proof 
that the goods, which were not in themselves con- 
traband, would not eventually reach the Confed- 
erate army rested with the ship’s owner. 

As to what action we shall take to protect 
American commerce with neutrals and noncon- 
traband trade with bellfigerents against British 
interference and to protect American lives, ships 
and goods against the desperate methods of Ger- 
many is a question which, in the delicate crisis 
now existing, might well be left to the Washing- 
ton Government.. We believe it wise to reserve 
judgment and comment until the course of our 
Government is made clear.

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A COUNT OF THE FEEBLE-MINDED.

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THE JITNEY HOG. 
When civilization passed from the street car 
era to the jitney epoch we hoped it had sloughed 
off some old evils without acquiring new ones.

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THE APRIL ELECTION. 
The April election will be one of the most im- 


portant in the history of St. Louis. The result 
will determine the membership of the first Board 
of Aldermen under the new charter which pro- 
vides for a single legislative chamber. 

The character and capacity of the men who will 
form the first single chamber and do the first 
legislative work under the new system wil] ex- 
‘ert tremendous influence on the operation of the 
new charter and the future of St. Louis. 

It is vitally important that the new board be 
composed of men of high character and adequate 
ability, which will enable them ‘to deal with new 
municipal problems honestly and wisely. A gov- 
ernment is never better than the standard of the 
men who administer it. We will havé gained little 
in adopting a new charter and changing.our mu- 
nicipal methods if we put into office men whose 
spirit and purpose are not in accord with the 


spirit and purpose of the people in making the 


change. 

If we elect to the Board of Adermen incompe- 
tents, spoilsmen and obstructionists we shall, 
to a large extent, continue to suffer the evils for the 
destruction of which the new charter was framed 
and adopted. The new machinery of government 
will do us little good unless we have honest and 
capable officers to run it. 

As the first step towards the choice of the 
Board of Aldermen the primary election is vitally 
important. If good candidates are not named in 
the primaries good candidates cannot be selected 
in the election. ie 

Fortunately, the charter, while providing for 
the selection of candidates from each ward, gives 
the people of the entire city the power to nomi- 
nate and elect the ward candidates. We are no 
longer bound by ward selections and elections. 
The city as a whole can — or elect the ward 
candidates. Bor re 

Every voter should cast his ballot intelligently 
in the primaries to the end that the best candi- 
dates be placed on the party tickets. In the elec- 
tion the best candidates should be supported by 
the voters, regardless of party affiliations. 

The greatest good that could come to St. Louis 
from the new charter would be the nonpartisan 
election of Aldermen by voters of all parties. This 
would assure municipal progress. 
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A GREAT NEWS ACHIEVEMENT. 

Cables may be cut, but Germany still has the 
services of the powerful Associated Press in dis- 
seminating anything she desires to put before 
the world. The achievement of that organization 
in making the full text of the German reply avail- 
able in this country before it had been received 
by the State Department will stand as one of the 
more memorable and helpful feats of the war. 

With this interesting. historical document com- 
plete, the British reply outlining London’s position 
in full, the reproduction of the American note of 
Feb. 10 and the chronology of events leading up 
to the controversy, Thursday’s Post-Dispatch sup- 
plied all essential information for an intelligent 
study of a most important phase of our for 
eign relations involving the freedom of the seas. 

The subject has possibilities which, even in the 
absence of critical developments during the next 
few weeks, are likely to cause discussion long 
after the war has closed. * 
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AWONYMOUS PROTOPLASMS. 

Some people are fairly choking with hunger 
for publicity, and others shrivel up like a leaf 
with mortification at the mere mention of their 
polite names in print. Strange to say, the lat- 
ter are often very good people, with nothing to 
be ashamed of. To the philosopher it occurs, 
What's the use of an honorable name if it can’t 
be mentioned? Indeed, how can it be literally 
honorable unless people know what it is? 
‘Today we have taken the liberty of mentioning 
one or two awesomely respectable names that are 
rarely heard above a well-modulated whisper. We 
are mentioning them in a perfectly innocent and 
praiseworthy connection, but there will be protest, 
and we feel apologetic. 

It has just occurred to us that the real and 
exclusive respectability of the future will be 
anonymous. People who wish to keep out of 
the papers will have no names or addresses or 
other means of identification. The blue book will 
be blank and the very best society will be just 
nice, genteel, purely impersonal protoplasms 
whom the plain people and the reading public will 
not be allowed to know even by sight. 
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SUFFRAGE IN THE SPOTLIGHT. 

In New York all the requirements for the sub- 
mission of a woman’s suffrage amendment have 
been taken by its passage for a second time 
through the Legislature. 

This alone would bring the question very much 
in the spotlight this year. It happéns however, 
that votes will be taken in other states of such 
intelligence and large population as strongly to 
centralize national attention on the issue. 

In Massachusetts, where constitutional amend- 
ments must have the assent of two Legislatures, 
as in New York, the proposition will likewise be 
submitted this year. It has also had a triumphant 
passage through the New Jersey Legislature. 

More significant than anything else is the ad- 
vance of the movement in the South, traditionally 
opposed to feminine activities in politics. The 
West Virginia Legislature submitted the amend- 
ment by overwhelming votes in both branches. It 
carried in Tennessee with only three opposing 
votes in the Senate and 14 in the House. It has 
passed-the Arkansas Senate. Progress is reported 
in Texas and even in South Carolina.

With Our Eves 


RE our eyes ‘‘going to the dogs,”’ to- 
A gether with our hair and teeth? 
This seems a natural question in 
view of the spectacled school children 
geen everywhere. We must often re- 
member that the race is living under 
what is'\termed artificial conditions. 

Man was originally planned to ba an 
our-of-door animal. and was born 
equipped for seeing things at long range 
~his work being hunting for food and 
keeping a sharp lookout for wild beasts 
and enemies. For ages and ages man 
lived like this, and, comparing that life 
with our life of today, is it strange 
that he does not adapt himself more 
readily? 

Then, too, primitive man used his eyes 
only in the natural light of day—and 
slept when night came. 

What civilization has done ts to adapt 
the eye to the work civilization de- 
manded of man. 

We use artificial light a large part of 
the 2% hours, and as the eye has no 
form of protection, it has suffered in 
consequence. We shall learn some day 
how to produce artificial light which is 
practically identical with sunlight. 

School life itself is the chief factor tn 
eyestrain, meaning as it does a con- 
stant attention for near-view. Defective 
lighting. of school rooms, improperly 
placed seats and windows and wretched- 
ly typed books all awell the causes. 
which confront us. Dull surfaced paper 
is better than glazed and it has even 
been prophesied that the school books 
of the future will be ni black paper 
with white letters. 

There are two common kinds of eye 
strain. It is a strain for a person who 
is far-sighted to do close work, and it 
is a strain for one who is near-sighted 
to use the eyes for distances. Both 
kinds of eye strain Boos oxo the same 
symptoms—headache—and both require 
that the eyes be examined and glasses 
be provided.
